Coast railroad south of Fort Pierce. 
says the Miami Metropolis.

by Morton Riddle, general manager, 
Who gives -out the information that 
the change will be made within the 
nest three months. 
The principal 


storage tanks, outside of these into 
which the oil will be pumped from 


steamers, will be located in the- 
of Miami, and it was for the) 


purpose of securing the necessary 
permit for the construction of these 
tanks that Mr. Riddle came to Miami. 


The largest oil tank will be built 


In Buena Vista, on the shop grounds 
recently 
bought by the 
company, 


while for temporary use the company 
wishes to erect three smaller tanks) 
at Seventh/ street, the totter to ba 
moved when the new shops are hu'It. 


'•The big tank to be built at Buena 


Vista will be of steel construction 
and will hold 25,000 barrels 
It will 


:ost approximately $8,000. 
Around 


he tank a high earthen em!bank- 
ment nil] fce built 
to prevent the 


spilling of tlie oil in the event of a 
icssible accic'ent, though the rails? 
road officials state that itihe o.'l is of 
such consistency that 
it 
will 
not 


"run" unless heated. 


The tenks will be 
built by the 


Standard Oil ccmpany and tbe con- 
tract calls for complet'on by May 1. 
The contract with .the Standard peo- 
ple Is for three years, the oil to be 
shipped from the Tampico, Mexico, 
wells. 
Huge reservo'r tanks will be 


built at Key West, and the o 1 for 
Miami brought frcm there by rail. 


With the substitution of oil burn- 


er* for coal the .smoke nuisance will 
be$fetae away with, according to Mr. 
Riddle. 
He said that under proper 


combustion there will be no more 
smoke from a locomotive burning oil 
than from a lamp the w:ck of which 
is properly trimmed.

(International News Service.) 


Paris.—It Is not generally known 


that the Battle of the Marne was won 
by automobiles. General Gallieul had 
400 taxicabs and other light motor cars | 
at his disposal. It will be remem- ! 
bered that Ton Kluck with the right of 
the German army got as far as Cham- 
piley. General Gallleni, as military gov- 
ernor of Paris, had a large force, prob- 
ably half a million men, at his disposal 
and be was responsible for the defense 
of Paris. 


Gallienl figured that he had more 


men than he really needed and that 
70,000 of his men could be spared for 
work at the front. 


Acting entirely upon his own re- 


sponsibility, he ordered his men to 
crowd Into the automobiles. He made 
each taxicab carry nine soldiers. It 
was a curious sight. There were two 
in each seat, two on the hood, one 
with the driver and one on each run- 
ning board. 


Within six hours he threw the whole 


70,000 against the flank of the Ger- 
mans at Meaux, about thirty-five miles 
from Paris. Von Kluck evidently had 
not reckoned with such a sortie. He 
was forced to stop and give battle. The 
French, retiring on his front, re-formed 
and gave battle. The result was the 
retreat of the Germans from Marne 
to the Alsne after the sanguinary bat-, 
tie named from the first river. 


This is only one of the great exploits 


of the French army automobile trans- 
port service. No other nation in this 
war has used the motor car with the 
effectiveness of the French. The auto- 
mobile transport service is organized 
as a separate branch. Working with 
amazing rapidity just after the begin- 
ning of the war, the French army offi- 
cers drafted into this corps men who 
had been employed in automobile 
manufacture—foremen, skilled work- 
men, 
testers and drivers. The officers 


were drawn from the manufacturers, 
agents and other heads of automobile 
organizations The heaviest trucks are 
used for ammunition carriers and light- 
er commercial vehicles for the food 
supply.

tance of 170 miles. The 200,000 men 
were transported to their new posi- 
tions within three days.

Washington, D. C.—Europe's war is 


converting hundreds of men Into rav- 
ing maniacs, according to MaJ.

"They don't fire at each other," he 


said, "but the din of artillery directed 
at the covered trenches is-positively 
maddening. Now and then I saw men 
jump out of the trenches and go at 
each other with bayonets or in a mad 
rush for each others' throats. 


"Froin my position from trenches a 


little behind the actual firing line I 
saw hundreds of men brought back. 
They did not seem to be wounded- 
They were screaming, raving maniacs, 
driven insane by that maddening roar 
of artillery overhead."

General Qalllenl Hurl* 70,000 Mwi by 


Taxlcab Against German Flank 


•nd Force* Retreat-to 


th* Alan*.

(International News Service.) 


Paris.—It Is not generally known 


that the Battle of the Marne was won 
by automobiles. General GalUeui had 
400 taxicabs and other light motor cars | 
at his disposal. It will be remem- ! 
bered that Ton Kluck with the right of 
the German army got as far as Cham- 
piley. General Gallieni, as military gov- 
ernor of Paris, had a large force, prob- 
ably half a million men, at his disposal 
and be was responsible for the defense 
of Paris. 


Gallieni figured that he had more 


men than he really needed and that 
70,000 of his men could be spared for 
work at the front. 


Acting entirely upon his own re- 


sponsibility, he ordered his men to 
crowd Into the automobiles. He made 
each taxicab carry nine soldiers. It 
was a curious sight. There were two 
in each seat, two on the hood, one 
with the driver and one on each run- 
ning board. 


Within six hours he threw the whole 


70,000 against the flank of the Ger- 
mans at Meaux, about thirty-five miles 
from Paris. Von Kluck evidently had 
not reckoned with such a sortie. He 
was forced to atop and give battle. The 
French, retiring on his front, re-formed 
and gave battle. The result was the 
retreat of the Germans from Marne 
to the Aisne after the sanguinary bat-, 
tie named from the flrst river. 


This is only one of the great exploits 


of the French army automobile trans- 
port service. No other nation in this 
war has used the motor car with the 
effectiveness of the French. The auto- 
mobile transport service is organized 
as a separate branch. Working with 
amazing rapidity just after the begin- 
ning of the war, the French army offi- 
cers drafted into this corps men who 
had been employed In automobile 
manufacture—foremen, skilled work- 
men, testers and drivers. The officers 
were drawn from the manufacturers, 
agents and other heads of automobile 
organizations The heaviest trucks are 
used for ammunition carriers and light- 
er commercial vehicles for the food 
supply.

tance of 170 miles. The 200,000 men 
were transported to their new posi- 
tions within three days.

Washington, D. C.—Europe's war is 


converting hundreds of men into rav- 
ing maniacs, according to Maj. J. J. 
Dickinson of the state department, 
who recently saw fighting in the 
trenches near Solssons. 


"They don't fire at each other," he 


said, "but the din of artillery directed 
at the covered trenches is-positively 
maddening. Now and then I saw men 
jump out of the trenches and go at 
each other with bayonets or in a mad 
rush for each others' throats. 


"Fronj my position from trenches a 


little behind the actua* firing line I 
saw hundreds of men brought back. 
They did not seem to be wounded- 
They were screaming, raving maniacs, 
driven Insane by that maddening roar 
of artillery overhead."
